miferies,  and  that  death,  fo  far  from  be¬ 
ing  feared,  ought  to  be  expected  with 
chearfulnefs,  as  an  extrication  from  a 
Hate  w'here  the  pleafurcs  we  enjoy  cannot 
compeiifate  for  the  pains  we  fuffer. 

To  diferiminate  between  good  and  e- 
vil,  and  to  render  life  the  moft  agreeable, 
requires  that  perfpicacity  of  penetration 
which  few  can  boall  of;  and,  according¬ 
ly,  we  fee  fome  admitting  difeafe  by  idle- 
nefs  ;  fome  folicitous  about  what  will 
prove  their  own  deftruition  ;  fome  wa¬ 
iting  their  ftrength  and  healtli  in  riot,  in 
thcintoxication  of  gaiety,  and  debauchery; 
while  others,  through  a  vain  oltentation, 
are  adorning  themfcives  in  thofe'adfciti- 
tious  qualities  they  wiOi  to  be  in  pofief- 
lion  of;  w’hich,  inltead  of  anfwering 
their  expectations,  render  them  unpitied 
and  defpicable,  and  add  to  the  ptefliirc 
of  misfortune  the  pain  of  contempt. 

Yet,  in  mankind,  1  cannot  difeover 
that  turpitude  of  mind,  which  not  a  few 
have  declaimed  about ;  and  a  nearinfpec- 
tion  convinces  me  that  few,  very  few, 
have  an  innate  badnefs  of  difpofition  ;  for 
in  the  moft  depraved  minds  may  be  dif- 
covered  thofe  latent  fparks  of  goodnefs, 
which  break  out  at  intervals,  and  Ihed  a 
liiftre  on  human  nature.  All  arc  drawn 
away  by  the  torrent  of  example,  and 
every  rifing  virtue  repelled  by  the  fear  of

Sene 
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Somt  Account  of  the  late  Mr  John  Brown, 
Painter. 

E  wat  a  native  ot  Edinburgh,  and  was 
early  dcOined  Co  take  up  the  profclTion 
of  a  painter.  He  travelled  into  Italy,  and 
at  Rome  met  with  Sir  William  Young  and 
Mr  Townley,  who,  pleafed  with  Ionic  very 
beautiful  drawings  done  by  him  in  pen  and 
ink,  took  him  with  them  as  a  draftfmati, 
into  Sicily.  Of  the  antiquities  of  this  cele¬ 
brated  illand  he  took  fcveral  veiy  fine  views 
in  pen  and  ink,  ciquifitely  finilhed,  yet  Hill 
piefervlng  the  chaiai^cr  and  Ipnit  of  the 
buildings  he  intended  to  reprefent.  He  re¬ 
turned  tome  years  afterwards  fiom  Italy  to 
his  native  town,  where  he  was  much  belo¬ 
ved  and  cftccincd  by  many  men  of  letters, 
and  by  many  women  of  clegtncc;  Iris  con- 
vcrfation  l>eing  extremely  acute  and  enter¬ 
taining  on  moft  fubjecis,  but  peculiarly  fo  on 
ihofcofart ;  and  his  knowledge  ot  mufic  be¬ 
ing  vciy  great,  and  his  tafte  in  it  citreinely 
jufi  and  refined.  Loid  Monboddo,  with 
that  liberality  which  has  ever  charatffetized 
him,  gave  him  a  general  invitation  to  his 
elegant  and  convivial  table,  and  employed 
him  in  making  fcveral  drawings  in  pencil  for 
him.  Mr  Brown,  however,  in  the  year  1786,

bling  them  to  uoderttand  the  rcafons  oo 
which  the  plcafurc  they  receive  at  that  mu- 
fical  performance  is  founded.  They  were 
moft  aflurcdly  not  written  for  publication  : 
they  have,  therefore,  that  fpiritand  fimpliclty 
which  every  man  of  genius  dilTufcs  through 
any  fubjetSt  of  which  he  treats,  and  which 
he  is  but  too  apt  to  refine  away,  when  he  fc. 
rioufly  fits  down  to  compofc  a  wo  k  for  the 
Public.  Lord  Monboddo,  in  the  fourth  vo¬ 
lume  of  the  Origin  and  Progrefs  of  Language, 
fpcaking  of  Mr  Brown,  fays,  “  The  account 
that  I  have  given  of  the  Italian  language  is 
taken  from  one  who  refided  above  ten  years 
in  Italy  ;  and  who,  bcfides  undcrlhiuling  the 
language  pcrfcdly,  is  more  learned  in  'he 
Italian  arts  of  painting,  Iculpturc,  mufic, 
and  poetry,  than  any  m^n  I  ever  met  with. 
His  natural  good  tafte  he  has  improved  by 
the  ftudy  of  the  monuments  of  ancient  art, 
to  be  (een  at  Rome  and  Florence ;  and  as 
beauty  in  all  the  arts  is  pretty  much  the 
fame,  confiftiog  of  grandeur  and  fimplicity, 
variety,  decorum,  and  a  fuitahlcne^  to  the 
fubjetft,  I  think  he  is  a  good  judge  of  lan¬ 
guage,  and  of  writing,  as  well  as  ot  painting, 
fculpture,  and  mufic.”  A  very  well  written 
chaiadtcr  in  Latin,  by  an  advocate  of  Edm- 
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came  to  London  (that  great  emporium  of 
talents  and  abilities),  and  was  much  caref- 
fed  by  kholars  and  men  of  tafte  in  that  me¬ 
tropolis,  where  he  was  very  much  employed 
as  a  painter  of  fmall  portraits  in  black  lead 
pencil,  which  were  always  corredkiy  drawn, 
and  exhibited,  with  a  pidktirclquc  fidelity, 
the  features  and  character  of  the  pet  Ion  who 
fat  to  him.  Death  deprived  the  public  of 
this  very  ingenious  artift  in  1787,  aftcf  a 
difeafe  of  great  languor,  which  he  hoic  with 
that  utmnefs  of  mind  for  which  he  had  b'en 
ever  diftinguillied  through  life. 

Mr  Brown  was  not  only  known  as  an  ex- 
quifitc  drafifman,  he  was  alf>  a  good  V''hilo- 
lophcr,  a  found  fcholar,  and  endowed  with 
2  juft  and  refined  tafte  in  all  the  liberal  and 
polite  arts,  and  a  man  ofconlummaie  woith 
and  integrity.  Sr'ton  after  his  death  his  Let¬ 
ters  on  Poetry  and  Mufic  of  the  Italian  Opera, 
xxmo,  wcic  ptibl'flicd;  they  were  original¬ 
ly  wiitten  to  his  friend  Loid  Monboddo, 
who  wiOted  to  have  Mr  Bi own’s  opinion  on 
thofe  fi.bjc(fks,  which  have  lo  intimate  acon- 
nctftion  with  his  work  on  the  Origin  and 
Progrefs  of  Language;  and  who  was  lo  plea- 
fed  with  the  ftylc  and  obfetvations  contain¬ 
ed  in  them,  that  he  wrote  an  intioduClion 
to  them,  which  was  pubblhcd  with  them,  in 
one  volume,  nmo,  1789,  for  the  benefit  of 
his  widow.  I  hc  Letters  ate  wiitten  with 
g'cat  elegance  and  perfpicuity ;  they  arc 
moft  certainly  the  production  of  a  ftroog  and 
fervid  mind,  acquainted  with  the  fubjeeft ; 
and  tnuft  be  of  infinite  utility  to  moft  ot  the

Mr 
Brown  left  behind  him  fevcral  vciy  highly 
finilbed  portraits  in  pencil,  and  many  vciy 
exquifite  fkctches  in  pencil  and  in  pen  and 
ink,  which  he  bad  taken  of  petfons  and  of 
places  in  Italy;  particularly  a  book  of  Stu¬

The  candidates  walk  in  prccellion,  ac¬ 
companied  by  a  crowd  of  their  friends, 
and  the  different  parties  aie  diffinguifhed 
from  each  other  by  the  ribbands  worn  in 
their  hats.  Before  each  are  carried  co; 
Jourf,  on  which  the  name  of  the  candi¬ 
date  and  his  device  are  painted,  Thefe 
pro*'*  flions  confifting  of  home  thoufands 
of  IM  P,  and  which,  in  London,  in  par¬ 
ticular,  have  always  a  hundred  thoufaud 
i'pei^lators,  are  made  without  iht  aflilt- 
ance  of  armed  foldiers,  or  the  officers  of 
juflice,  the  pretence  of  whom  is  regard¬ 
ed  as  indifpenfable  in  other  countries, 
and  who,  for  the  moft  part,  do  more  ill 
than  good. 

The  candidates  having  afeended  a  kind 
of  amphitheatre,  covered  with  tapeftry, 
and  erected  on  purpofe,  harangue  the 
people  as  the  Roman  orator.s  did  former¬ 
ly  in  the  forum.  After  this  the  names 
of  the  elc(Jtors  arc  regiltercd  without  di- 
llindlion  of  rank  or  age,  and  a  majority 
of  their  votes  determines  the  elc»!f«<>n  of 
him,  who,  by  his  new  dignity,  is  em- 
poweretl  to  wa^cli  Dver  the  iuterefts  and 
lalcty  of  tlir  ftate,  and  to  cnai^t  or  annul 
the  laws  of  his  country.  On  thefe  occa- 
lions,  however  great  the  ’umnlt  may  be 
among  a  people  who  enioy  fo  much  li¬ 
berty,  there  very  ft  Idorr.  happens  any  fe- 
lious  artray  ;  fo  much  diftertnee  is  there 
between  a  people  accuftomed  to  aban¬ 
don  themfelves  cntinly,  and  without 
tear,  to  the  impull’c  of  tlreirow’n  breafts, 
and  thv'fe  unfortunate  men,  who,  bend¬ 
ing  under  the  yoke  of  a  frightful  dtfpu- 
tilm,  fall  into  the  moft  guilty  excels  the 
moment  that  they  perceive  their  chains 
cither  broken  or  relaxed.  One  neither 
perceives  the  glitteritig  of  fwords  or  of 
piftols  in  the  political  lifts  of  the  Englifb, 
however  great  the  animofity  ot  the  com* 
bauuti. 
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The  cnoice  being  made*  the  vidoriotit 
candidate  is  brought  to  his  own  houfe  in 
triumph.  On  his  eleiftion,  Mr  Fox,  in 
allufion  to  his  fupport  from  the  fair  fex, 
dedicated  a  banner  to  them  with  this 
motto,  “  Sacred  to  female  patriotifm,” 

I  myfelfwas  prefent,  and  never  beheld 
a  fpe^ftacle  which  affedled  me  fo  much, 
or  which,  in  my  opinion,  was  capable  of 
conveying  to  the  human  mind  fuch  a  no¬ 
ble  degree  of  energy.  A  celebrated 
French  author,  who  was  alfo  there,  ob* 
ferves,  “  My  fatisfa^lion  was  complete, 
when  i  recolletfted  that  this  univerfal  ho¬ 
mage  was  paid  to  a  iimple  individual, 
without  dignities  and  without  power, 
fupported  only  by  his  own  courage,  his 
own  zeal,  and  the  attachment  of  his 
friends;  that  the  fame  man,  the  objed 
of  this  cavalcade  and  of  thefe  honours, 
thus  if  compeiifed  for  bis  fervices  to  the 
people,  and  his  oppofition  to  the  mini- 
fters  of  the  crowm.  would,  in  every  0- 
ther  country,  have  groaned  under  perfe- 
cutions;  that  he  would,  perhaps,  have 
terminated  his  life  in  a  dungeon  ;  that  iu 
place  of  this  pomp,  w'hicb  feemed  to  ele¬ 
vate  him  above  mortality,  an  arbitrary 
Older  w'ould  have  precipitated  him,  w'lth 
the  greateft  ignominy,  into  the  abyfles 
of  a  Baliile  or  a  Spandau,  or  exiled  him 
into  the  deferts  of  Siberia.  What  a  lef* 
fon  !  How'  truly  does  it  juftify  the  pride 
of  Fnglifhmen  !  How  well  docs  it  excufc 
that  preference  which  fo  many  great  men 
have  even  involuntarily  given  to  their 
conftilution  above  all  others  !” 

It  is  a  certain  fa^t,  thaMhofe  elcfftions 
greatly  augment  the  haughtinefs  of  ih^ 
Knglift),  and  infpirc  them  with  high  i* 
deas  of  equality.  I  was  witnefts,  at  a  con- 
tert  for  the  tow  n  of  Newcaftle,  to  a  very 
fiiiguiar  circumftance.  Tw'O  candidates 
had  offered  thcndeivcs  for  this  place ;  the 
one  was  the  friend  and  relation  of  the 
late  Duke  of  Northumberland,  who 
went  there  on  purpofe  to  affifl  him,  at>d 
engage  the  people  in  hisinteiefts:  the 
Ollier  was  palronifed  by  a  merchant  of 
London,  of  the  name  of  Smith,  who  had 
acquired  a  fortune  of  100,000 1.  in  the 
coal-trade,  and  had  a  confiderable  int^ 
reft  among  the  inhabitants.  The 
of  Northumberland,  who,  bcfidcs  the 
advantages  of  his  rank  and  fortune,  hsa 
alio  occupied  fome  of  the  moft  diftingu'm* 
cd  iituations  in  the  ftate,  did  not  ima* 
ginc  that  fuch  a  man  could  oppofc  hi® 
with  any  probability  of  fucccft».  How¬ 
ever,  ou  his  arrival  at  Ncwcaftlc  be  ^ 
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lopn  cooviRced  of  hU  miftakc.  In  cooftr- 
qiH  nee  of  this  he  fent  for  Mr  Smith, 
who  obferved,  that  he  had  no  buHnefs 
with  the  Duke»  and  that  his  Grace  mult 
wait  upon  him.  The  Duke  a^ually 
complied,  and  faid,  that  if  he  would  al¬ 
low  his  relation  to  reprefent  the  borough, 
his  friend  Hiould  1^  returned  for  a 
town  in  the  neighbourhood  that  w^s  en 
tirely  at  his  own  difpofal.  Smith  upon 
this  roughly  refufed  his  Grace’s  propofi. 
tion,  faying,  “  1  have  promifed  my  friend 
that  he  d>all  reprefent  this  place,  and  no 
other  ;  and  1  am  not  in  the  habits  of 
breaking  my  word.”  “  Very  well,” 
replied  the  Duke,  “  it  only  remains,  that 
we  (iiould  try  our  Itrength  and  irnme- 
dial<  ly  departed.  In  fine,  each  ufed  Ins 
utmoil  efibrts  ;  but  the  coal-merchant’s 
candidate  was  elected  in  fpitc  of  all  the 
interelt  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant  of  the 
county, 

AUmoirs  of  the  DuKE  of  Alba,  conclu^ 

L/**  580.] 

*^HE  Duke  arrived  in  Portugal,  at  the 
headof  hisarmy,  inthcmonihof  June 
1580.  Almoft  every  town  opened  its 
gates  to  him,  and  acknowledged  Pmlip 
as  its  lawtul  Sovereign.  Don  Antony, 
Prior  of  Crato,  having  afifembled  a  eon- 
fiderable  army  at  Lifbon,  and  feated  hi(n- 
felf  on  the  throne  of  Portugal,  it  was 
neceffary  to  repair  to  that  city.  To  a- 
void  various  inconveniencies,  the  Duke 
of  Alba  refolved  on  tranfporimg  his  army 
to  Calcais  by  water.  On  his  arrival,  he 
found  tfic  enemy  advantageoully  polled  ; 
he,  however,  prepared  to  attack  them  in 
their  inlienchments.  The  Si)aniard:>, 
waiting  only  the  word  of  command,  were 
lurprifed  to  karii,  that  the  Poiiuguefe 
had  on  a  fudden  taken  (light.  The  Duke 
was  foon  lu  poired'ion  of  Cafcais,  where 
he  exercifed  his  ufual  ciueltics.  Many 
places  lucceflively  expciitnccd  the  fame 
fate.  Don  Antony  was  attacked,  defeat¬ 
ed,  and  his  army  entirely  dcllroycd. 
Liibon  immediately  iurrendcred,  and  the 
whole  kingdom  was  at  the  mercy  of  the 
conqueror.  'I'lie  iiiue  of  this  enterpriie 
Was  a  new  triumph  for  the  Duke,  now 
upwards  of  feventy  years  old  ;  but  in 
Portugal,  as  in  the  Netherlands,  his  lau¬ 
rels  were  tarnil^ed  by  pride,  avarice,  and 
cruelty. 

Alba  did  not  long  furvive  the  conqued 
of  Portugal dying,  in  1582,  at  the  age 
of  feventy  lour.  He  was  reputed  oae  ol 
the  molt  able  .commanders  ot  the  ; 
thoogh  Cardioal  Grauvcllc^  ia  his  5lc* 
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moirs,  aflerts,  that  this  opinion  was  by 
no  means  univerfal.  This,  perhaps,  was 
owing  to  the  ill  fuccefs  of  his  campaign 
againft  the  French  in  1555.  At  onetime^ 
indeed,  he  was  hehl  in  lb  little  efteem, 
that  a  Spaniard  o'  diltimdion,  writing  to 
him,  addrelfed  him  in  the  following 
terms  ;  “  To  the  Duke  of  Alba,  General 
of  the  King’s  armies  in  time  of  peace, 
and  Grand  Matter  of  his  Court  in  tiincot' 
war.” 

Brantome  relates,  that  the  Duke  firft 
introduceil  the  ufe  of  mnfkets  into  the 
Spanilh  army  in  the  Netherlands.  The 
clte*;t  of  this  new  weapon  was  at  lirlt  ex* 
traordinary  ;  every  one  ttH»k  to  their  heels 
the  inftaru  they  heard  the  Spaniards  caff 
out  for  the  mufqueti  crs  to  advance  in  the 
front  :  but  the  Flemings  foon  procured 
mufqiiei'^  allb,  and  handled  them  with 
no  lei's  vlexierity  than  their  enemies. 

The  toiiowing  13  the  character  drawa 
of  him  by  a  modern  writer  :  His  look 

was  animated,  but  haughty;  his  phyliog- 
nomy  announced  courage,  but  foiiic* 
times  iiifpired  terror  ;  his  walk  was  ma- 
jeltie,  and  his  mien  bold  ;  he  was  ftrong 
and  well  made  ;  lie  fpokc  with  precilion, 
aitd  his  every  aclioii,  nay  his  lilencc,  waa 
exprelfivc  ;  he  was  fober,  llcpt  little,  was 
conlt.intly  employed,  and  difpatched  his 
bulinefs  himklf.  Tnerc  is  no  circum- 
liaiice  of  hii  life  w  hich  does  not  offer 
fome  remaikable  peculiarity  :  trum  his 
carliclt  youth  he  was  thoughtful  and  ju¬ 
dicious,  never  ehiitlilh  iu  his  words  or 
at^tions;  the  diirt»lnlc  w.«y  of  life  (»f  the 
foldicry  in  genet al  lu  ver  led  him  into 
dillipalion  ;  in  the  mtdil  of  the  tumults 
ot  war  he  found  leiluic  to  attend  to  ptv- 
lilics  ;  when  he  gave  his  advice  in  an  af- 
fcmbly,  he  paid  no  icfpcH  to  the  deities 
of  the  Prince,  or  the  mlerelts  of  .Mmi- 
lltis:  frequently  hail  he  the  faiisfaClion 
to  bring  «»ver  to  the  lide  of  equity  thole 
who  heard  his  arguments,  and,  if  he 
tailed,  he  never  gave  his  opinion  cou- 
Irary  to  his  rentmienls.  His  intrepidity 
was  not  conliritd  to  the  llehl ;  and  bis 
fi  lends  irllen  trciiiMed  for  his  head,  hear¬ 
ing  hiiiMicleiui  with  firmnefsthe  memory 
ot  Ctiarlcs  V.againlt  the  farcafms  of  Phi¬ 
lip  11.  Inh  is  houle  reigned  an  air  ot  gran¬ 
deur  which  his  drfccndanls  have  n  )l  bcea 
able  to  preferve.  He  was  always  I  ir- 
roundei.  by  young  men  ot  rank,  wnoiii 
he  took  a  pieafure  m  foioiiog  to  the  arts 
of  war  and  politics  :  bis  pupils  have  long 
«>Ci.upic<i  the  fit  It  polls  in  Spain,  and  per- 
pct-vnti.u  SU-*  rCf»i-l  tlioii  Of  iticir  nlcnts, 
TU«  hiitory  of  bU  country  aborvU  no  ex-  . 
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6^0  Gen.  Waflilngton’s  Speech  to  Congrefs.  Vol.  ci. 


Ample  of  a  General  capable,  like  him,  of 
maintaining  a  confulcrable  war  with  few 
forces,  deltro>irig  the  mod  powerful  ar¬ 
mies  without  an  engagement,  making  an 
cnemv  change  his  puft  without  quitting 
his  f»wn,  obtaining  the  confidence  of  his 
foldiers,  and  fuppreiriiig  their  murmurs. 
It  has  been  faid,  that  for  nearlixty  years, 
during  which  he  made  war  in  various 
countries,  and  agairdt  divers  enemies,  he 
was  never  beaten,  foreiialled,  or  fur- 
prifed.  What  a  mm!  had  not  fuch 
great  talents,  anil  good  qualities,  been 
tarniliicd  by  a  feverity  wliich  frequently 
rendered  him  cruel  and  inhuman.’* 

Cert,  Speech  t  *  both  Iloufes  of 

Congrefs  April  lO.  i  789,  on  being  irijinlled 
Prefident  of  tfu  Unitea  States  of  America, 

Fellow-Citizens  of  the  Senate,  and  of 
the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives, 
Mong  the  vicilfitudes  incident  to  life, 
110  event  could  have  tilled  me  with 
greater  anxieties  than  that  of  which  the 
notification  was  tranlmitted  by  your  or¬ 
der,  and  received  on  the  14th  day  of  the 
prefitnt  month  : — On  the  one  hand,  1 
was  fiimmoned  by  my  country,  whofe 
voice  1  can  never  hear  but  with  venera¬ 
tion  and  love,  from  a  retreat  which  i  had 
chofen  with  the  fondefl  prcdilewlion,  and, 
in  my  flattering  hopes,  with  an  immuta¬ 
ble  decifion,  as  the  afylum  of  my  decli¬ 
ning  years  :  a  retreat  which  was  render¬ 
ed  every  day  more  neceflary  as  well  as 
more  dear  to  me,  by  the  addition  of  ha¬ 
bit  to  inclination,  and  ot  frequent  inter¬ 
ruptions  in  my  health  to  the  gradual 
watte  committed  on  it  by  time.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  magnitude  and  diflicul- 
ty  of  the  trutt  to  which  the  voice  of  u^y 
country  called  me,  being  fufficient  to  a- 
W’aken  in  the  wifeft  and  molt  experien¬ 
ced  of  her  citizens  a  diltiulU'ul  Icrutiny 
into  his  quahfications,  could  not  but  o- 
vcrwhelm  with  difpondence  one  who, 
inheriting  inferior  endowments  from  na¬ 
ture,  and  unprai^tifed  in  the  duties  of 
civil  adminiliration,  ought  to  be  pecu¬ 
liarly  conlcious  of  his  own  deficiencies. 
In  this  confli(ft  of  emotions,  ail  i  dare  a- 
ver,  is,  that  it  hath  been  my  faithful  lludy 
to  colle<^t  my  duty  from  a  jiilt  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  every  circumftance  by  wliich  it 
might  be  afl'cifkd.  All  i  dare  hope  is, 
that  if,  in  executing  this  talk,  i  have  been 
too  much  fwayed  by  a  grateful  remem¬ 
brance  of  former  inltances,  or  by  an  af- 
fe^itionate  fenfibility  to  this  tranfeendant 
proof  of  the  confidence  of  my  fcllow-ci- 
tizeiis ;  and  have  thence  too  little  con- 


fulted  my  incapacity  as  well  as  difinclina- 
tion  for  the  weighty  and  untried  cares 
before  me  ;  my  error  will  be  palliated  by 
the  motives  which  milled  me,  and  its 
confequences  be  judged  by  my  country, 
with  fome  lharc  of  the  partiality  in  which 
they  originated. 

Such  being  the  impreflions  under  which 
I  have,  in  obedience  to  the  public  fum- 
mons,  repaired  to  the  prefent  ftation  ;  it 
would  be  peculiarly  improper  to  omit,  in 
this  firfi  official  adt,  my  fervent  fupplica- 
tions  to  that  Almighty  Being  who  rules 
over  the  univerfe,  who  prefides  in  the 
councils  of  nations,  and  whofe  providen¬ 
tial  aids  can  fupply  every  human  defecl, 
that  his  benedidfion  may  confecrate  to 
the  liberties  and  happinefs  of  the  people 
of  the  United  States,  a  government  inili- 
tuted  by  themfelves  for  thefe  eflTential 
purpofes,  and  may  enable  every  inftru- 
ment  employed  in  its  adminiftration,  to 
execute  with  fuccefs  the  fundtions  allot¬ 
ted  to  his  charge.  In  tendering  this  ho¬ 
mage  to  the  Great  Author  of  every  pu¬ 
blic  and  private  good,  I  aflure  myfelfthat 
it  expreflTes  your  fentiments  not  lefs  than 
my  own  ;  nor  thofeof  my  fellow-citizens 
at  large,  lefs  than  either.  No  people  can  be 
bound  to  acknowledge  and  adore  the  invi- 
ftble  hand  which  condiidfs  the  affairs  of 
men,  more  than  the  people  of  the  United 
States.  Every  ftep,  by  which  they  have 
advanced  to  the  charadfer  of  an  indepen¬ 
dent  nation, feemsto  havebeendiflinguifh- 
ed  by  fome  token  of  providential  agency. 
And  in  the  imjH)rtant  revolution  juft  ac- 
complilbed  in  the  fyftem  of  their  United 
Government,  the  tranquil  deliberations 
and  voluntary  confeut  of  fo  many  diftindt 
communities,  from  w'hich  the  event  has 
refulted,  cannot  be  compared  with  the 
means  by  which  moft  governments  have 
been  eltabliflied,  wdthout  fome  return  of 
pious  gratitude,  along  with  an  humble 
anticipation  of  the  future  bleflings  which 
the  pall  feem  to  prefage.  Thefe  reflec¬ 
tions,  arifing  out  of  the  prefent  crifis, 
have  forced  themfelves  too  ftrongly  on 
my  mind  to  be  fupprefl'ed.  You  will  join 
with  me,  1  truft,  in  thirking,  that  there 
are  none  under  the  infliitucc  of  which 
the  proceedings  of  a  new  and  free  go¬ 
vernment  can  more  aufpicioufly  com- 
rnence. 

By  the  article  eftabliftiing  the  execu¬ 
tive  department,  it  is  made  the  duty  ot 
the  Prefident  “  to  recommend  to  your 
confideration,  fuch  meafures  as  he  fhall 
judge  neceflary  and  expedient.”  The 
circumftaiices  under  which  I  now  meet 

you 
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you,  wiH  acquit  me  from  entering  into 
that  fubjeft  farther  than  to  refer  to  the 
great  conftitutional  charter  under  which 
you  are  affembled ;  and  which,  in  de¬ 
fining  your  powers,  defignates  the  ob- 
je<fts  to  which  your  attention  is  to  be  gi¬ 
ven.  It  will  be  more  conliftent  with 
thofe  circumftances,  and  far  more  con¬ 
genial  with  the  feelings  which  actuate 
me,  to  fubflitute  in  place  of  a  recom¬ 
mendation  of  particular  meafures,  the 
tribute  that  is  due  to  the  talents,  the 
rectitude,  and  the  patriotifm  which  ad¬ 
orn  the  charadtrs  ftleded  to  devife  and 
adopt  them. 

In  thefe  honourable  qualifications,  I 
behold  the  furclt  pledges,  that  as,  on  one 
fide,  no  local  prej'idices  or  attachments, 
no  feparate  views  nor  party-animofities 
will  mifdiredthe  comprehenfive  andequal 
eye  which  ought  to  watch  over  this  great 
aflemblage  of  communities  and  interefts  ; 
fo,  on  another,  that  the  foundations  of 
our  national  policy  will  be  laid  in  the 
pure  and  immutable  principles  of  private 
morality  ;  and  the  pre-eminence  of  free 
government  be  exemplified  by  all  the  at¬ 
tributes  which  can  win  the  affedions  of 
its  citizens,  and  command  the  refped  of 
the  world. 

I  dwell  on  this  profped  with  every  fa- 
tisfadion  which  an  ardent  love  for  my 
country  can  infpire;  (ince  there  is  no 
truth  more  thoroughly  eftabliflied,  than 
that  there  exifis  in  the  ceconomy  and 
courfe  of  nature,  an  indilVoluble  union 
between  virtue  and  happinefs  ;  between 
duty  and  advantage ;  between  the  ge¬ 
nuine  maxims  of  an  honed  and  magna¬ 
nimous  policy,  and  the  folid  rewards  of 
public  profperity  and  felicity  ;  fince  we 
ought  to  be  no  lefs  perfuaded  that  the 
propitious  fmiles  of  Heaven  can  never  be 
expeded  on  a  nation  that  difregards  the  e- 
tcrnal  rules  of  order  and  right,  which  Hea¬ 
ven  itfelf  has  ordained  ;  and  fmee  the  pre- 
fervation  of  the  facred  lire  of  liberty,  and 
the  dediny  of  the  Republican  model  of 
government,  are  judiy  confidered  as 
/y,  perhaps  as  finally  daked  on  the  experi¬ 
ment  entruded  to  the  hands  of  the  Ame¬ 
rican  people. 

Befides  the  ordinary  objeds  fubmitted 
to  your  care,  it  will  remain  with  your 
judgement  to  decide,  how  far  an  exer- 
cife  of  the  occafional  power  delegated  by 
the  5th  article  of  the  conditution  is  ren¬ 
dered  expedient  at  the  prefent  jundure  by 
the  nature  of  objedions  which  have  been 
urged  againd  the  fydem,  or  by  the  de¬ 
gree  of  inquietude  which  has  given  birth 
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to  them.  Indead  of  undertaking  parti¬ 
cular  recommendations  on  this  fubjed,  in 
which  I  could  be  guided  by  no  lights  de¬ 
rived  from  official  opportunities,  I  (hall 
again  give  way  to  my  entire  confidence 
in  your  difceriiment  and  purfuit  of  the 
public  good  ;  for  I  affiire  myfelf,  that 
whild  you  carefully  avoid  every  alteration 
which  might  endanger  the  benefits  of  an 
united  and  effedive  government,  or  which 
ought  to  await  the  future  ielfions  of  ex¬ 
perience  ;  a  reverence  for  the  chande- 
ridic  rights  of  freemen,  and  a  regard 
for  the  public  harmony,  will  fufiicientl/ 
influence  your  deliberations  on  the  que- 
dion,  how  far  the  former  can  be  more 
impregnably  fortified,  or  the  latter  be 
fafely  ar»d  advantageoufly  promoted. 

To  the  preceding’ obfervations  I  have 
one  to  add,  which  will  be  mod  properly 
addrefled  to  the  lloufe  of  Reprefenta- 
tives.  It  concerns  myfelf,  and  will 
therefore  be  as  brief  as  poflible.  When 
I  was  lird  honoured  with  a  call  into  the 
fervice  of  my  country,  then  on  the  eve 
of  an  arduous  druggie  for  its  liberties, 
the  light  in  which  I  contemplated  my  du» 
ty  required  that  1  fliould  renounce  eve¬ 
ry  pecuniary  compenfation.  From  this 
refolution  I  have  in  no  indance  departed. 
And  being  dill  under  the  impreflions 
which  produced  it,  I  mud  decline,  as 
inapplicable  to  myfelf,  any  (hare  in  the 
perfonal  emoluments  which  may  be  in- 
difpenfably  included  in  a  permanent  pro- 
vition  for  the  executive  department; 
and  mud  accordingly  pray  that  the  pe¬ 
cuniary  edimates  for  the  dation  in  which 
I  am  placed,  may,  during  my  continua¬ 
tion  in  it,  be  limited  to  fuch  acflual  ex¬ 
penditures,  as  the  public  good  may  be 
thought  to  require. 

Having  thus  imparted  to  you  my  fen- 
timeiits,  as  they  have  been  awakened  by 
the  occanon  which  brings  us  together,  £ 
fhall  take  my  prefent  leave ;  but  not 
without  reforting  once  more  to  the  Be¬ 
nign  Parent  of  the  human  race,  in  hum¬ 
ble  fupplication,  that  fince  he  has  been 
pleafed  to  favour  the  American  people 
with  opportunities  for  deliberating  ia 
perfecd  tranquillity,  and  difpofitions  for 
deciding  with  unparalleled  unanimity,  on 
a  form  of  governnient  for  the  fecurity  of 
their  union,  and  the  advancement  of 
their  happinefs  ;  fo  his  divine  blefling 
may  be  equally  confpicuous  in  the  enlar¬ 
ged  views,  the  temperate  confultations, 
and  the  wile  meafures,  on  which  the 
fuccefs  of  this  government  mud  de¬ 
pend,  G.  Washington.

R  Dempfter  introduces  his  Dif- 
courfe  by  an  exordium  that  is  e- 
qually  modelt,  gentleman-like,  and  in¬ 
genious. 

“  My  Lords,  Ladies,  and  Gentlemen, 
proprietors  of  the  Britifl^  Society  for  ex- 
tending  the  Fifheries,  and  improving  the 
Sea  Coafts  of  Great  Britain, 

The  following  publication  is  not  a  vo¬ 
luntary  one.  The  dull  moments  occa- 
fioned  by  its  periifal  are  to  be  imputed  to 
yourfelves.  It  contains  the  fubftance  of 
two  papers  which  1  read  by  the  defire  of 
your  Diredfors  at  the  laft  two  general 
courts  of  the  fociety.  The  proprietors 
then  prefent  impofed  their  commands  up¬ 
on  me  to  caufe  thefe  papers  to  be  printed 
and  circulated  for  the  information  of  fuch 
of  their  members  as  were  abfent  from 
thefe  meetings.  Even  this  apology  is 
hardly  fufiicient  to  juftify  fo  dry  a  publi¬ 
cation.  '  have  therefore  availed  myfelf 
of  the  means  which  chance  has  thrown 
in  my  way,  to  render  it  more  interefling 
and  worthy  of  your  acceptance. 

On  the  day  your  laft  general  court  was 
held,  there  was  fent  to  the  fociety,  to¬ 
gether  with  a  fubferiptiou,  a  ftiort  trea- 
tife,  entitled,  “  Refle(^rions  intended  to 
promote  the  Succefs  of  the  Society  for 
extending  the  Fifheries,  6cc.”  1  have 

been  fortunate  enough  to  obtain  the  per- 
xniflion  of  its  author,  John  Gray,  El'q; 
of  Gerard  Itrcet,  to  aniicx  this  little  work 
to  my  account  of  your  proceedings ;  not 
doubting  but  you  will  derive  as  much 
fatisfadtion  as  1  have  done  from  Mr 
Cray's  ingenious  manner  of  treating  the 
fubje^." 

Mr  Dempfter  proceeds  to  relate  the 
proceedings  of  the  fociety,  and  to  give 
many  ufeful  hints  for  the  improvements 
of  the  Highlands,  the  extenfion  of  the 
fifheries  on  the  Britifli  coafts,  and  the  pre¬ 


vention  of  emigration.  He  is  well  ac- 
quainted  with  the  adual  (ituation,  man» 
ners,  and  cuftoms  of  all  ranks  of  men 
in  the  country  which  it  is  his  objedt  to 
improve  ;  he  has  feen  and  made  many 
judicious  obfervations  on  the  ftate  of 
countries  farther  advanced  in  cultivation  ; 
and  from  thefe,  with  natural  fagacity  and 
good  fenfe,  he  draws  the  remedies  he 
propofes  for  the  evils  fuffered  or  appre¬ 
hended  in  the  northern  parts  of  this 
ifland ;  and  the  means  of  adding  greatly 
to  the  induftry,  wealth,  population,  and 
general  happinefs  and  fecurity  of  the  Bri- 
tifli  nation. — As  a  fpecimen  of  this  ufe- 
ful  pamphlet,  we  lhall  extract  what  fol¬ 
lows  on  the  f^ubjeift  of  “  perfonal  fervi- 
cts,  which  formerly  made  part  of  the  te¬ 
nure  of  all  the  lands  in  Europe,  and  are 
little  known  now  in  any  part  of  Great 
Britain  but  in  Scotland,  The  tenant  was 
annually  obliged  to  perform  many  of  the 
menial,  and  all  the  prsedial,  fervices  of 
his  fuperior.  Thefe  conftituted  part  of 
the  rent  which  he  paid  for  his  land  and 
protedion  ;  but  fince  the  introdudion 
of  induftry  and  agriculture,  thefe  fervi¬ 
ces  have  been  gradually  difeontinued. 
In  England  they  have  ceafed  entirely, 
and  in  many  parts  of  the  low  country  of 
Scotland  they  cxift  in  a  very  limited  de¬ 
gree  ;  but  they  are  found  to  prevail  very 
generally  as  we  go  farther  north.  To 
reprefent  thefe  fervices  as  opprelFive  to 
the  people,  would  be  invidious.  Peo¬ 
ple  feldom  feel  that  as  oppreffive  to  which 
they  and  their  anceftors  have  been  inva¬ 
riably  accuftomed  to  fubmit,  more  ef- 
pecially  when  the  oppieftivenefs  of  the 
fyftem  is  mitigated  and  correded  in  its 
exercife,  by  a  people  remarkable  for  hu¬ 
manity,  which  the  Highland  gentlemen 
undoubtedly  are.  I  have  no  doubt, 
however,  that  in  an  enlightened  age,  like 
the  prefent,  thefe  fervices  will  foon  be 
difeontinued.  For  they  will  be  found 
ftill  more  prejudicial  to  the  proprietor  on 
whofe  t ftate  they  are  exaded,  than  to 
the  tenant  who  performs  them.  They 
occupy  a  great  proportion  of  the  tenant’s 
time,  and  this  time  may  be  conlidered 
as  time  loft  both  to  the  mafter  and  te¬ 
nant.  For  the  tenant  cannot  work  for 
himfelf,  and  he  will  not  work  hard  for 
his  mafter.  So  that  the  induftry  of  the 
country  is  rather  chained  up  than  em¬ 
ployed,  infomuch  that,  wherever  perfo- 
nal  fervices  are  found  to  prevail,  the  peo¬ 
ple  are  poor,  the  iand  is  ill  cultivated, 
and  the  rents  ill  paid.  Gentlemen  be- 
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gin  now  to  convert  thefe  fervices,  or  to 
commute  them  for  money,  which  is  al- 
productive  of  good.  Perhaps  it 
would  be  (till  wifer  in  the  proprietor  to 
abolifti  thefe  fervices,  without  any  com- 
penfation  except  what  would  refult  con- 
fequenlially  from  the  future  improve¬ 
ment  of  their  eftates  ;  for  many  of  the 
tenants  are  reduced,  by  the  prefent  fy- 
ftem  of  letting  but  land,  to  fuch  a  wretch¬ 
ed  ftate  of  poverty,  that  they  prefer  any 
condition  to  an  immediate  augmentation 
of  a  money-rent,  which  they  fee  no  pro- 
fpeCt  of  being  able  to  pay.  The  fame 
obfervations  are  nearly  applicable  to  ex¬ 
actions  of  KANE,  or  a  certain  number 
of  poultry  to  be  paid  by  each  tenant : 
for,  though  every  farm  can  maintain 
with  eafe  a  few  poultry,  yet,  when  more 
mull  be  maintained,  the  injury  they  do 
to  the  farm  is  very  great  ;  for  either  the 
poultry  muft  be  left  at  large,  and  then 
they  deftroy  the  growing  corn,  or  fliut 
up  and  maintained  with  the  produce  of 
the  f^^rmer  crop.  It  would  be  found 
bettn  oeconomy,  were  the  proprietor  to 
buy  the  precife  quantity  of  poultry  his 
family  requires,  than  be  obliged  to  re¬ 
ceive  the  large  quantities  of  them  which 
are  frequently  pt'ured  in  upon  him  by  his 
tenants  before  harveft.  Were  thefe  vex¬ 
atious  conditions  now  annexed  to  farms 
once  abolifhed,  the  confequence  would 
be,  a  more  fuddeii  change  in  the  fttua* 
tion  of  our  farmers  than  can  be  eaftly 
believed  till  the  experiment  fliall  once 
be  fairly  tried  ;  for  induftrious  day-la¬ 
bourers  would  foon  fupply  the  place  of 
thefe  bondfmen  ;  the  little  tenants  them- 
fclves  would  employ  their  fpare  time  in 
w'orking  t(.»r  wages,  and  moll  of  our 
country  work  would  be  done  by  the 
piece.” 

As  to  the  RefleClions  of  Mr  Cray,  in¬ 
troduced  into  the  prefent  publication  by 
Mr  Dempfter  with  juft  praife,  they  are 
evidently  the  offspring  of  a  mind  natu¬ 
rally  lively,  penetrating,  and  fagacious, 
and  ftored  wdth  a  variety  of  iifeful  know¬ 
ledge  derived  from  books  as  well  «as  ac¬ 
tual  obfervation  on  the  affairs  and  prefent 
ftate  of  the  world. — What  is  chiefly 
wanted,”  fays  Mr  Gray,  “  on  the  north- 
weft  coaft  of  Scotland  is,  to  colleCt  the 
weak  and  fcattered  rays  of  induftry,  and 
to  bring  them,  for  the  greater  public  uti¬ 
lity,  into  one  focus.  When  we  wifli  to 
revive  a  fire  nearly  exiinguiftied,  we  care¬ 
fully  feieCt  the  live  embers,  and  place 
them  clofe  to  each  other,  as  the  moll 
•  VoL.  Id. 
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natural  expedient  for  kindlir»g  a  new 
flame,  which  may  afterw'ards  fpread 
widely  of  itfelf,  if  the  materials  be  abun¬ 
dant.  Where  are  the  materials  for  in- 
duftry  fo  abundant-  as  on  the  north-weft 
coaft  of  Scotland  ?  therefore  feeble  in- 
duflry  ought  there  to  he  brought  dofe  to 
feeble  induftry,  by  which  means,  like  the 
heat  arifing  from  live  ember.s  in  contact, 
induftry  would  be  reciprocally  communi¬ 
cated  and  augmented.  Contiguity  am  mg 
W’orkmen  not  only  prom(>tes  ipdudrv  hut 
rivalfhip,  and  induftry  and  rivalibip  prt)- 
duce  expertnefs;  ♦^hcrefore  it  may  1  l‘.ink 
be  juftly  prefumed,  that  if  all  the  finjc  i- 
men  at  prefent  fcattered  along  the  weftern 
coaft  of  Scotland  were  col!e(fted  irtti*  one 
filbing  town,  they  w'ould  thert  by  fogreat- 
ly  improve  in  induftry  and  exocrtrufs, 
that  at  the  end  of  the  year  their  gains 
would  be  much  greater  than  ii'ov  ihcy 
are,  tliough  their  labour  Were  to  be  Ub.  [ 
fay  their  gains  would  be  greater,  thoiigli 
their  labour  were  lefj^ ;  for  a  man  w  ill 
cut  more  w’ood  with  an  ax  in  half  an 
hour,  than  twenty  men  with  a  knifr  b)  a 
whole  day;  and  ioliiary  induftry  otten 
waftes  much  time  in  inefficient  labour. 
Ik  there  half  fo  much  labour  emplo'^  eil  in 
mercantile  enterprivs  and  r  wal  exertions 
*  in  the  tweidy  frrkail  filbing  towns  on  the 
fouth  coaft  of  Fife  put  together,  as  in  th.c 
Angle  town  of  Dundee  ?  Were  »he  inha¬ 
bitants  of  Glafgow  to  be  feparated  into 
forty  fmall  maritime  villages,  the  amount 
of  the  induftry  carried  on  by  thein  in 
thofe  villages  would  probably  rot  be  fo 
conliderable  as  it  is  at  preitnt,  where  the 
conveiTation  and  example  of  one  neigh¬ 
bour  T'ot  only  animates  another,  but

tends  to  make  him  more  expert ;  and  in¬ 
expert  nef;>  rendered  expert  is  the  fame 
thing  in  manual  iabotir  as  barren  groun-J 
rendered  fertile  is  in  agriculture  The 
French  poffefs  on  the  Mediterranean  .i 
coaft  upwards  of  three  hundred  miles  ia 
extent,  with  feveral  harbours;  yet  they 
deem  it  good  pidicy  to  confine  the  whole 
of  their  Levant  trade  to  the  port  of  Mar- 
feilles  ;  and  it  cari  hardly  be  queftiotied 
but  that  fuch  a  limitation  has  coiitiibii- 
ted  gieatly  to  extend  that  trade,  botli  ia 
refpcdl  to  the  Ihipping,  and  in  rclpcd^l  to 
the  minufa<^ttires  of  cloth  in  the  provin¬ 
ces  of  Languedoc  and  Provence.  Were 
the  Company  in  like  manner  to  limit  their 
fiiTt  enterprifes  and  armameiils  to  one 
port  oiily,  np  m  the  fyftem  above  men¬ 
tioned,  fifli  v/ould  foor.  btcome  as  inucli 
the  ftaplc  cOiT.inodby  of  that  port  as  coals 
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are  the  ftaple  commodity  of  Newcallle, 
and  (liip-carpt'ntera  and  failors  would  as 
much  abound  there  as  at  Plymouth  or 
Porffmouth.  That  port  would  become 
a  little  Capital  to  all  the  weftern  iflinds, 
many  of  whofe  inhabitants,  drawn  thither 
by  curiofity,  would  fee  examples  of  in 
du‘try  and  opulence  of  which  they  could 
not  at  their  own  homes  have  formed  any 
conception  ;  and  by  this  means  an  active 
fpirit  of  maritime  induftry  mi^ht  gradu¬ 
ally  be  diffufed  over  a  wide  extent  of 
coaft,  where  now  reigns  a  fpirit  of  de- 
jedion  and  flothfulnefs.  One  Liverp  'ol, 
in  the  late  war,  fitted  out  no  lefs  than 
eighty  armed  velTels,  a  moft  furpriftog 
military  exertion,  which  probably  would 
never  have  exifted,  if  the  inhabitants  of 
Liverpool,  infiead  of  being  colleded  into 
one  town,  had  been  fcattered  along  the 
fliores  of  Lancaihirc  in  fiihing  villages.*’ 

Artec diUes  of  the  Authors, 

Thf  Author  of  the  Difeourfe^  and 
Thoughts  is  Mr  Dempffer,  MemVr  of 
Parliament,  highly  and  juffly  celebrated 
on  account  of  the  uncorrupted  integrity 
of  his  public  condud,  the  fuavity  of  his 
manners,  and  the  benevolence  of  his 
whole  deportment  and  condud  ir>  the  in- 
tercourfes  of  private  life.— Mr  Dj  nnfter 
pc^fTefles  natural  fenfe,  andgenera  know- 
lcdj:e  ;  and  he  exprellVs  his  fentiments  in 
an  eafy,  fluent,  modeft,  and  gentleman¬ 
like  manner.  —  In  rcTped  of  thefe  endow¬ 
ments  and  accomplijhments,  he  has  in 
the  Britiih  fenate  many  equals,  and  a 
few  fuperii'rs.  To  what  caufe,  then, 
is  it  owing  that  he  is  always  heard  with 
fingular  a»id  almoft  unrivalled  attention  i 
There  is  fomethmg  in  the  exprefTion  of 
his  countenar^.c^',  and  the  tone  of  his  voice, 
that  bears  vvitnefs  to  the  fincerity  and  the 
fenfibiiity  of  his  heart.  His  charader 
gives  weight  to  his  opinions,  and  cre¬ 
dit  to  his  profifliofis.  Though  he  ne¬ 
ver,  perhaps,  fully  gratified  the  zeal  of 
any  political  parly,  there  is  no  paity  or 
clafs  of  men  that  can  fay  he  ever  decei¬ 
ved  them.  —  ProftfiT  rs  'f  rhetoric  may, 
from  the  example  of  Mr  Demplter,  illuf- 
trate  the  connedion  between  eloquence 
and  virtue. 

Mr  Dempfter  was  educated  for  the 
Scotiifli  bar,  where,  from  Icveral  appear¬ 
ances  which  he  made,  it  was  generally 
imagined  that  he  would  make  a  diftin- 
jru.lhed  figure,  and  rife  to  the  higheft 
honours  -But  being  influenced  by  a 
higher  ambition;  and,  at  that  time;  pof- 


fefled  of  an  afBuent  fortune,  he  quitted 
the  bar,  and  launched  forth  into  a  wider 
field  for  the  exercife  of  both  genius  and 
virtue.  He  was  about  thirty  years  ago 
chofen  to  reprefent  a  diftrid  of  Scotch 
burghs,  Perth,  Dundee,  St  Andrew's, 
Cupar,  and  Forfar,  which  he  has  repre- 
fer.ted  ever  fince. — It  appears  by  the  ac¬ 
counts  that  we  have  of  the  debates  in  the 
Houfe  of  Commons,  that  immediately  af¬ 
ter  the  clofe  of  the  late  ruinous  war,  Mr 
Dempftcr  in  a  fpeech  of  fome  length  took 
a  review  of  the  ftate  of  the  nation,  and 
pre^pofed  various  expedients  for  reftoring 
and  improving  our  finances.  He  fug# 
gelled  the  propriety  of  reducing  our  mi¬ 
litary,  naval,  and  civil  eftablifhments,, 
and  keeping  them  within  moderate 
bounds.  He  was  the  firft  who  fuggefted 
the  idea  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  of  ap¬ 
propriating  one  million  a-year  towards 
the  redudiou  of  our  national  debt.  He 
recommended  a  review  of  our  r<evenue 
Laws,  and  the  adoption  of  a  fyllem  lefs' 
burthenfome  to  commerce  and  troublc- 
fome  to  our  traders,  and  called  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  nation  to  the  ftate  of  our 
Hritilh  Filheries.  The  rninifter  fuffered 
a  committee  to  be  named,  to  enquire  in¬ 
to  this  laft  fource  of  national  wealth.  To 
that  committee  it  appeared,  that  the  beft 
way  ot  improving  the  Filheries  was  to 
encourage  the  inhabitants  living  neareft 
to  the  feat  of  them  to  become  filhers; 
and  it  being  found  that  the  North  Wef- 
terii  coafts  of  the  kingdom,  though  a- 
bounding  with  filh  and  with  fine  har¬ 
bours,  was  utterly  deftitute  of  towns; 
under  the  aufpices  of  that  committee  a 
fociety  was  formed  for  buying  land  and 
planting  towns  in  thofe  parts.  The  Ifte 
of  Mull,  Loch  Broom,  the  Ille  of  Sky 
and  of  Cannay ,  have  already  been  pitched 
upon  as  prt>per  fituations  for  ibme  of 
thefe  tcnvns.  The  progrefs  of  fiich  an 
uuvlert  iking  from  its  nature  muft  be  flow, 
but  ftjll  flower  when  carried  on  with  a 
limited  capital  arifing  from  the  fubferip- 
tions  of  a  few  public-fpiriied  individuals. 
But  it  is  not  to  be  doubted  but  that  it 
will  ultimately  tend  to  the  increafe  ol 
our  filheries,  and  to  the  improvement  of 
the  Highland  pait  of  this  kingdom.  Its 
tendency  is  alfo  to  lefleii  the  emigration 
of  a  brave  and  induftrious  race  of  inha¬ 
bitants,  too  many  of  whtim  have  already 
removed  with  their  families  to  Ameri¬ 
ca.  Mr  Drmpfter,  we  are  informed,  has 
determined  now  to  retire  from  putinc 
life,  and  to  live  as  a  private  gentleman, 
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and  to  cultivate  his  paternal  eftate.— He 
is  employed  in  inclofing  and  planting  his 
fields,  draining  a  lake,  and  building  a 
village, 

.  Mr  John  Gray,  Author  of  the  Re- 
fledfions  fubjoined,  in  this  publication, 
to  Mr  Dempfter’s  Difcourfe,  &c.  was 
born  in  the  county  of  Fife  in  North  Bri¬ 
tain.  He  exhibited  early  marks  of  ge¬ 
nius,  which  procured  him  the  notice  and 
patronage  of  feveral  people  of  diftinc- 
tion.

HIS  learned  and  judicious  treatife, 
in  vindication  of  the  natural  and  con¬ 
ftitutional  rights  of  a  moft  honourable 
clafs  of  Britilh  fubjeds,  is  dedicated,  with 
great  propriety,  to  the  Duke  of  Portland, 

“  vvhofe  political  principles,  and  public 
condud,  mark  the  patriot  and  citizen.’* 
It  was  neither  publifhed,  as  we  are, in¬ 
formed  in  an  advertifement,  under  the  di- 
redion,  nor  in  concert  with  thofe  whofe 
parliamentary  difqualification  had  led  to 
a  confideration  of  the  c»»nftitutional  pri¬ 
vilege  in  queftion.  It  contains  the  opi¬ 
nions  of  an  individual  only. 

The  author  introduces  his  fubied  with 
a  brief,  juft,  and  elegant  eulogium  on  -  he 
Britilh  conftitution;  which  “  is  founded, 
not  on  force  or  fear,  but  on  juftice,  or  a 
regard  to  the  rights  and  happinefs  of  man¬ 
kind.  It  proftfies  to  fecure  the  proper¬ 
ty  and  the  privileges  of  every  man  ;  to 
enforce  claims,  and  to  redrefs  injuries. 
This  fpirit  of  equity  dift'ules  a  benign  ra¬ 
diance  around  the  maj*  fty  of  government, 
and  tftablilhes  the  thrones  of  kings  on  the 
firmed  foundations.  Defpotilm,  v  hich 
aims  nor  to  fecure,  but  to  c«  mmand  and 
feize  private  property,  produces  in  the 
iovereign,  iuconfifteiicy  and  capriciouf- 
nefs  ;  in  the  fubjed,  diftruft  and  difaf- 
fedion.  It  debafes  and  enervates  the 
mind,  deftroys  good  faith,  and  every  vir¬ 


tue  ;  and  by  means  of  oppreffion  on  the 
one  hand,  and  a  defire  of  change  on  the 
other,  prepares  the  way  for  the  moft  dan¬ 
gerous  and  fatal  revolutions.  Mild  and 
free  governments,  on  the  contrary,  fe¬ 
cure  pofteflions  and  honours,  ftirnulate 
exertion,  nourifh  hope,  and  attach  the 
human  heart  to  the  authority  of  guar¬ 
dian  and  equal  laws,  with  a  kind  of  fi¬ 
lial  confidence  and  affedion. 

Forms  of  government  are  KOt  exemp¬ 
ted  from  that  change  and  revoluuon  to 
which  fate  has  deftined  every  thing  that 
is  human.  But  that  their  duration  may¬ 
be  prolonged  to  the  lateft  polfible  period, 
it  is  proper  on  every  occallon  of  devia¬ 
tion,  to  reduce  them,  as  nearly  as  they 
can  be  reduced  by  political  wifdom,  to 
their  firlt  principles.  This,  in  govern¬ 
ments  that  depend  on  fear,  and  a  iuper- 
ftitious  reverence  for  ancient  cuftoins 
and  name-i,  may  not  always  be  an  eafy 
talk;  fince  the  darknefs  in  which  both 
thefe  paflions  confift  is  gradually  difpel- 
led  by  the  progreffive  light  of  knowledge. 
But  in  the  Britilh  conftitution,  there  is  a 
perpetual  fpring  of  fclf-recovery  and  re¬ 
formation  ;  reafon  and  juftice  being  im¬ 
mutable  and  eternal.  The  Britilh  hgif- 
lature,  by  cutting  off  the  excrefcenccs 
ofinjuftice  and  oppreftlon,  whether  to 
the  community  or  particular  lets  ot  men, 
<'ind,  whether  introduced  unawares  by 
cufthm,  or  folemnized  by  poflilive  infti- 
tution,  has  at  dift'crent  limes  intufed 
new  vigour  into  our  civil  conil ituMon. 
By  authority  thus  exerci fed,  legiflators 
promote  a  refpciSi  for  juftice,  lecure  li¬ 
berty  to  every  clafs  and  condition  of 
men,  and  ccnfult  the  public  good  in  the 
very  higheft  degree  to  which  patriotic 
virtue  can  reach  ;  fince  it  is  univerfally 
allowed,  that  the  greateft  benefit  wh'cli 
men  can  beftow  on  men,  is  the  eftablilh- 
ment  of  fuch  ecjiial  and  wife  laws  as 
lhall  be  a  conftant  fource  of  private  hap¬ 
pinefs  and  public  profrierity. 

Let  it  not  be  imagined,  that  the  refu- 
fal  of  juftiee  to  one  order  of  riien,  is,  to 
thole  who  are  in  the  full  enjoyment  of 
all  their  rights,  a  m.atter  of  ind'.tlerencc. 
'Example  has  a  wonderful  power  ot  mul¬ 
tiplication.  Depart  trom  the  fpirit  of 
our  ctMiftitulioi!  in  one  iidtance,  and  you 
have  a  pretext  for  depaiting  from  it  im 
another.  Thus  preccderits,  acv'umula- 
ted  into  laws,  have,  in  dift'erci.t  ages  and 
countries,  coiivcrted  free  into  arbitrary* 
governments.  In  proportion  as  ideas  of 
disfranchUing  and  opprcftirig  any  clafs  of 
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nien  bfcome  tamiliu,  in  that  proportion 
are  new  avenues  opened  for  the  exercife 
of  injuflice,  faction,  and  tyranny.  Eve¬ 
ry  a^f  of  juflice,  on  the  other  hand,  but 
elpecially  every  reparation  of  injuftice, 
is  an  hv^mage  paid  to  the  genius  of  Free¬ 
dom,  and  adds  frefti  vigour  to  our  poli¬ 
tical  fyllem. 

I  liave  been  led  into  thefe  reflections, 
by  frcq’iiently  revolving  in  my  mind  the 
fnn[)(»fed  dirqualificaiion  of  the  eidefl: 
ions  ot  the  Peers  of  Scotland,  to  eleCt  or 
be  cleded  frtnn  that  country  to  parlia¬ 
ment  ;  a  fuhjeCt,  wht,ch  a  late  event  in 
the  tioufe  of  Commons  *  naturally  re¬ 
calls  to  the  minds  of  all  who  are  either 
patMcularly  interefled  in  the  rights  and 
privdeges  of  that  order  of  men,  or  con- 
cen.^  il,  in  general,  in  the  prefervation 
i)i  that  equal  fpirit  of  freedom  and  ju- 
Itice,  which  is  the  animating  principle  of 
the  Brilifl)  government. 

On  the  oecalion  of  Inch *m  event,  one 
is  naturally  excited  to  take  a  general 
leirol'peCl  of  tl»e  origin,  progrefs,  and 
prOVnt  ftate  of  the  parliamentary  repre- 
IVmaiiem  of  Scotl.ind  ;  to  trace  the  cir- 
cuoih  o.ices  of  the  rime.s  by  which  the  el- 
ikh  i*r»s  of  the  great  barons,  or  peer-, 
of  that  eoiiiitry,  came  to  be  exclud;d 
front  that  privilege;  to  v"  Igh  th<  lega¬ 
lity  :\ui\  the  force  of  thoic  deci lions  by 
which  their  exeluiion  lias  been  effected; 
and  U)  confidcr,  whether  their  reftoia 
tioij  to  tiie  privileges  of  their  fellovv-citi- 
zens,  wcmld,  at  the  prefent  moment,  be 
either  iuco  Idlent  W’iih  the  genius  of 
out  goverumciit,  or  With  political  expe¬ 
dience 

Lord  S.tit<uin  purfues  the  object  of 
w^ich  he  gives  this  ciiiiclfe  plan,  or  pro- 
fpccluc,  v\iiii  acciii'icy,  aciitcnels,  me¬ 
thod,  peri'picnity,  an.l  energy.  fie  is 
en'iiiet.t:*;  converfant,  not  only  with  the 
hili  .ry,  laws,  and  conltitution  of  Eng¬ 
land  and  Scothuid,  but  alfo  with  the  lii- 
froi)  and  laws  of  the  other  European 
king  'oais,  hy  which,  through  the  natu¬ 
ral  progrefs  and  influ  nc.*  of  ciiftomsarul 
opinicns,  thr  civil  contlii ution.s  of  Eng¬ 
land  and  Scotland  were  materially  af¬ 
fected.  He  clearly  fliews  that  the  relolii-

conflitution  of  her  Parliament,  or  found¬ 
ed  on  feudal  prinriples. 

“  The  obvious  reafon  with  the  Par¬ 
liament  of  Scotland  for  difqualifying  the 
eldeft  fons  of  her  Peers  was,  the  power 
of  their  families  ;  and  a  fimilar  jealoufy 
had  alfo  taken  root  againft  them  in  Eng¬ 
land  ;  for,  on  the  fame  ground  of  poli¬ 
tical  expedience,  not  of  juftice,  their 
difqualification  was  confirmed  in  170S 
by  the  Houfe  of  Commoiia  But  if  po¬ 
litical  expedience  be  removed,  together 
with  the  danger  to  be  apprehended  from 
the  canfe  on  wdiich  it  was  founded,  the 
difqualification  in  queftion  falls  to  the 
ground,  being  unfupporteJ  by  any  plea, 
cither  of  juftice  or  of  political  lu  cciruy. 
And  this  being  the  cafe,  ought  not  the 
eldrft  fons  of  the  Peers  of  Scotland  t.>  be 
reftored  to  their  rights  of  election  ? 
Ought  not  the  candour  of  the  Brrilh  na- 
tic>n  to  be  difplayed,  and  lic’*  juftice  to 
be  extended  and  eftablu'h.d  f 

While  the  exclufion  of  the  eldeft  Tons 
of  the  Peers  of  Sco’.land,  though  it  de¬ 
rived  its  origin  tpirn  the  dt-figns  of  the 
court,  and  was  continued  in  itie  fpirit  of 
party,  was  covrrrd  and  prote<fte  1  by  the 
plaufiblc  pretext  ot  equality,  and  the 
balance  of  the  conllitntion  ;  to  have  cx- 
ped>ed  a  repeal  of  thofe  vefolutions  by 
vvhich  that  exclufion  was  eftabliflit  b  by 
tilt  force  of  any  appeal  to  public  juftice 
and  candour,  would  certainly  0  bt-en 
vain,  and  might  alfo  have  bee  .*  ilreined 
improper.  But  times  change,  and  new 
expedients  are  adopted  in  new  lituafions. 
The  circumftances  which  render  a  mea- 
fure  or  arrangement  prt^per  at  one  time, 
being  changed,  that  tm  alurt  or  arrange¬ 
ment  may  become,  not  only  ufelefs,  but 
inconvenient  and  even  dctnn>enial;  in 
the  fame  manner  that  men  are  wont  to 
throw  open  their  doors  and  windmvs  in 
fuiiirner,  hut  to  (htit  them  inwinier; 
and  as  the  (kilful  mariner  conT*a(!:ts  ai 
crouds  Ids  fad  according  to  the  varv  iag 
gait  <ir  bieezc'.  It  has  been  dated  above, 
ttiat  the  julHce  of  difqu  ili.'ying  the  elvU  ft 
fons  of  Pi  ers  from  elecling  or  being  e*  Ct- 
ed  to  Parliameni,  was  never  made  a  fnh- 
jci^t  of  difeuflion.  The  gnumd  ot  its 
juftice  or  ii.juftice  is,  'herefiae,  yet  en¬ 
tire  ;  and  it  is  on  this  ground  alone, 
namely,  that  of  political  txpedtr  r.  -y,  l»y 
a  change  of  circuiuftances  being  peifed- 
ly  removed,  that  it  (Might  in  candour  and 
fhd'nels  to  be  now  confidereu.”

TTAving  been  informed  that  a  native  of 
^  Abyflinia  was  in  Calcutta,  who  fpoke 
Arabic  with  tolerable  fluency,  I  fent  for 
and  examined  him  attentively  on  feveral 
fubjedts,  with  which  he  feemed  likely  to 
be  acquainted  :  his  anfwers  were  fo  ftm- 
pl^  and  precife,  and  his  whole  demea¬ 
nour  fo  remote  from  any  fufpicion  of  falfe- 
h<)od,  that  i  made  a  minute  of  his  exa¬ 
mination,  which  may  not  perhaps  be  un¬ 
acceptable  to  the  Society.  Gw'ender, 
wffiich  Bernier  had  long  ago  pronounced 
a  capital  city,  though  Ludolf  aflerted  it 
to  be  only  a  military  llation,  and  con¬ 
jectured  that  in  a  few  years  it  would 
wholly  difappear,  is  certainly,  according 
to  Abram,  the  metropolis  of  Abyflinia. 
He  fays,  that  it  is  nearly  as  large  and  as 
populous  as  Mifr,  or  Kahera,  which  he 
faw  on  his  pilgrimage  to  Jerufalem  ;  that 
it  lies  between  two  broad  and  deep  rivers 
named  Caha  and  Ancrib,  both  which 
flow  into  the  Nile  at  the  diftance  of  a- 
bout  fifteen  days  journey  ;  that  all  the 
walls  of  the  houfes  are  of  a  red  ftone,  and 
the  roofs  ot  thatch  ;  that  the  ftreets  are 
like  thofe  of  Calcutta,  but  that  the  ways, 
by  which  the  King  palVes,  are  very  fpa- 
cioiis;  that  the  palace,  which  has  a  piaf- 
tered  roof,  refembles  a  fortrefs,  and 
Itands  in  the  heart  of  the  city  ;  that  tiie 
markets  uf  the  town  abound  in  pulfe,  and 
have  alfo  wheat  and  barley,  but  no  rice; 
that  flieep  and  goats  are  in  plenty  among 
them,  and  that  the  inhabitants  are  ex¬ 
tremely  fond  of  milk,  cheefc,  and  whey, 
but  that  the  country  people  and  foldiery 
make  no  fcruple  of  drinking  the  blood  and 
eating  the  raw  flefii  of  an  ox,  which  they 
cut  without  caring  whether  he  is  dead  or 
alive  ;  that  this  favage  diet  is,  however, 
by  no  means  general.  Almonds,  he  fays, 
and  dates  are  not  found  in  his  country, 
bur  grapes  and  peaches  ripen  there,  and 
in  lome  of  the  dillant  provinces,  efpccial- 
ly  at  Carudar,  wine  is  made  in  abundance; 
but  a  kind  of  mead  is  the  common  ine¬ 
briating  liquor  of  the  Abyflinians.  The 
late  King  was  Tilca  Mahul,  (the  firft  of 
which  words  means  root  or  origin),  and 
the  prefent,  his  brother  Tilca  Jerjis. 
He  reprefents  the  royal  forces  at  Gwen- 
der  as  confiderable,  and  afl'erts,  perhaps 
at  random,  that  near  40,000  horfe  arc  in 
that  Uatiou :  the  troops  are  armed,  he 
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fays,  with  mulkets,  lances,  bows  and  ar-  perfon  of  Yakub,  that  he  meant  James 
rows, cimeters,  and  hangers.

The  inhabitans  of 
Seni  ar  and  Nubia  may  conftantly  drink 
of  i'  S  water,  which  lies  to  the  call  of 
them  like  a  flrong  bulwark ;  but  tlie 
merchants  of  Abylfinia,  who  travel  to 
Egypt,  leave  The  Nile  on  their  right,  as 
foou  as  they  liave  pafl'cd  Nubia,  and  are 
obliged  to  traverfe  a  defert  of  fand  and 
gravel,  in  which  for  fifteen  days  they  find 
neither  wood  nor  uater  ;  they  meet  it  a* 
gain  in  the  country  of  Rtif  or  Upper  E- 
gypt,  where  they  find  boats  on  the  river, 
or  ride  on  its  bat>ks,  refrefiiing  themfclves 
witli  its  falutary  Itrrams. 

It  is  alfcrted  by  fome  travellers,  that 
when  the  Alawy  has  pafied  Sennar  and 
Dongola,  hut  betorc  it  enters  Nubia,  it 
divities  itfclf  ;  that  the  great  body  of  wa¬ 
ter  flows  entire  into  Egypt,  where  the 
fmaller  branch  (the  Niger)  runs  weft  ward, 
not  fo  as  to  reach  Barbary,  but  towards 
the  country  of  Aiwah,  whence  it  ruflies 
into  the  ^rcat  fea.  The  truth  of  this

the  fetters  which  defpcuifm  ."lad  been  long 
preparing  tot  us  were  broken;  the  rights 
of  the  people  were  afiTerttd,  a  tyrant  ex¬ 
pelled,  anti  a  fovereign  of  our  own  choice 
appointed  in  his  room.  Securiry  was  gi¬ 
ven  to  our  property,  arid  our  confciences 
were  emancipated.  The  bounds  of  free 
enquiry  were  enlarged;  the  volume  in 
which. are  the  words  of  eternal  life,  was 
laid  more  open  to  our  examination  ;  and 
that  ccra  of  ligh^  and  liberty  was  intro¬ 
duced  among  us,  by  wE.ich  we  have  been 
made  an  t-xample  to  ot  he^  kingdoms,  and 
became  »he  inftru^ttovs  4)f  the  world. 
Had  it  not  been  tor  this  deliverance,  the 
probability  is,  that,  inftcad  of  being  thus 
dirtinguiflied,  we  fhould  now  have  been 
a  bafe  per'ple,  groaning  under  the  infamy 
and  inifery  -if  Popery  and  flavery.  Let 
us,  therefore,  offer  thankfgivings  to  God, 
the  author  of  all  our  bldfings. 

It  is  well  known  that  King  James  was 
not  far  from  gaining  his  purpofe  ;  and 
that  probably  he  would  have  fucceeded, 
had  he  been  lefs  in  a  hurry.  But  he  was 
a  fool  as  well  as  a  bigot.  He  wanted 
courage  as  well  as  prudence  ;  and,  there¬ 
fore,  fled,  and  left  us  to  fettle  quietly  for 
ourfelves  th^t  conftitution  of  government 
which  is  now  our  boaft.  We  have  par¬ 
ticular  reafon,  as  Proteftant  diflTenters, 
to  rejoice  on  this  occafion.  It  was  at 
this  time  we  w’cre  refeued  from  perfecu- 
tion,  and  obtained  the  liberty  ot  worihip- 
ping^  God  in  the  manner  we  think  moft 
acceptable  to  him.  It  was  then  our 
meeting  houfes  were  opened,  our  wor- 
flflp  was  taken  under  the  protedion  of 
the  law,  and  the  principles  of  toleration 
gained  a  triumph.  We  have,  therefore, 
on  this  occafion,  peculiar  reaions  for 
thankfgiving'— But  let  us  remember  that 
we  ought  not  to  fatisfy  ourftlves  with 
thankfgivings.  Our  gratitude,  if  genuine, 
will  be  accompanied  with  endeavours  to 
give  ffability  to  the  deliverance  our  coun¬ 
try  has  obtained,  and  to  extend  and  im¬ 
prove  the  happinefs  with  which  the 
volution  has  bleft  us - Let  us,  in  pat* 

ticular,  take  care  not  to  forget  the  pnn- 

rinleS 
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ciples  of  the  Revolution.  This  Society 
has,  very  properly,  in  its  reports,  held 
out  thefe  principles,  as  an  inftru^ion  to 
the  public.  I  wHl  only  take  notice  ot  the 
the  three  following : 

ift,  The  right  to  liberty  of  confcicnce 
in  religious  matters  adly,  The  right 
to  refift  power  when  abufed  ;  -And, 
3dly,  The  right  to  chiife  our  own  gover¬ 
nors,  to  cafliier  them  for  mifcondu(5l ; 
and  to  frame  a  government  for  our- 
felves. 

On  thefe  three  principles,  and  more 
cfptcially  the  laft,  was  the  Revolution 
founded.  Were  it  not  true,  that  liberty 
of  confcicnce  is  a  facred  right ;  that  pow¬ 
er  abufed  juftifies  refinance;  and  that  ci¬ 
vil  authority  is  a  delegation  from  the  peo¬ 
ple —  Were  not,  i  fay,  all  this  true,  the 
Revolution  w^ould  have  been,  not  an  /If- 
ferlioftt  but  an  lavajhn  of  righ‘8;  not  a 
Revolution^  but  a  Rebellion,  Cherilb  in 
your  breafts  this  convidlion,  and  ad  un¬ 
der  its  influence  ;  dettfting  the  odious 
dodrines  of  palTive  obedience,  nonre- 
fiftance,  and  the  divine  rights  of  kings — 
dodrines  wdiich,  had  they  been  aded  up¬ 
on  in  this  country,  would  have  left  us 
at  this  time  wretched  flaves  — dodrines 
which  imply,  that  God  made  mankind 
to  be  opprefl'ed  and  plundered ;  and 
which  are  no  lefs  a  blafphemy  againft 
him,  than  an  infult  on  common  fenfe. 

i  would  farther  dired  you  to  remem¬ 
ber,  that  though  the  Revolution  was  a 
great  work,  it  was  by  no  means  a  per- 
led  work  ;  and  that  all  was  not  then 
gained  which  was  neceflary  to  put  the 
kingdom  in  the  fecure  and  complete  pof- 
feffion  of  the  bleflings  of  liberty. —  In  par¬ 
ticular,  you  lliould  recoiled,  that  the 
toleration  then  obtained  was  imperfed. 
It  included  only  thofe  who  could  declare 
their  faith  in  the  doctrinal  articles  of  the 
church  of  England.  It  has,  indeed,  been 
fince  extended,  but  not  fufliciently  ;  for 
there  ftill  exilt  penal  law'S  on  accv>unt  of 
religious  opinions,  which  (were  they  car¬ 
ried  into  execution)  would  liiut  up  ma¬ 
ny  of  our  places  of  worflrip,  and  tileiice 
and  imprifon  fome  of  our  ableft  and  beft 

men. - The  Tejl  Larws  are  alfo  ftill  in 

force  ;  and  deprive  of  eligibility  to  civil 
and  military  offices,  all  who  cannot  con- 
form  to  the  eftabliihed  worfliip.  It  is 
with  great  pleafure  I  find  that  the  body 
of  Proteftant  diflenters,  though  defeated 
in  two  late  attempts  to  deliver  their 
country  from  this  difgracc  to  it,  have 
determined  to  perfevere.  Should  they  at 
laft  fucceed,  they  will  have  the  fatisfac-

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tion,  not  only  of  removing  from  them- 
felvcs  a  prefcriplion  they  do  not  deferve^ 
but  of  contributing  to  leflen  the  number 
of  our  public  iniquities.  For  I  cannot 
call  by  a  gentler  name,  laws  w’hich  convert 
an  ordinance  appointed  by  our  Saviour 
to  commemorate  !*is  death,  into  an  in- 
ftrument  of  opprtfiive  policy,  and  a  qua¬ 
lification  of  rakes  and  atheifts  for  civil 
pofts— I  have  faid,  fljould  they  fucceed— 
but  perhaps  I  ou,;bt  to  fuggeft  a 
doubt  about  their  fuccefs.  And,  indeed, 
when  1  conlider  in  Scotland  the  eftabli Hi¬ 
ed  church  is  defended  by  no  fuch  teft-^ 
that  in  Irelandh  has  been  abolilhed— that 
in  a  great  neighbouring  country  it  has 
been  tleclared  to  be  an  indefcafible  right 
of  all  citizens  to  be  equally  eligible  to 
public  offices— that  in  the  fame  kingdom 
a  prDftlfed  diflentcr  from  the  eftabliflied 
church  holds  the  fii\ft  office  in  the 
ftate — that  in  the  Emperor’s  dominions 
yews  have  been  lately  admitted  to  the 
enjoyment  of  equal  privileges  with  other 
citizens — and  that  in  this  very  country, 
a  diffienter,  though  excluded  from  the 
power  of  executing  the  laws,  ytt  is  allow¬ 
ed  to  be  employed  in  making  them. — 
VVlv.n,  1  fay,  I  confider  fuch  as 

thefe,  I  am  difpofed  to  think  it  impoffi- 
ble*  that  ihe  enemies  of  the  repeal  of  the 
Teft  Laws  fliould  not  foon  become  alba- 
med,  and  give  up  their  oppofition. 

But  the  moll  important  inftance  of  the 
imperfetft  ftate  in  which  the  Revolution 
left  our  conftituiion,  is  the  inequality  of 
our  reprefeniaiion.  I  think  indeed,  this 
defedt  in  our  conftitution  fo  grofs  and 
fo  palpable,  as  to  make  it  excellent  chief¬ 
ly  in  form  and  theory.  You  fliould  re¬ 
member  that  a  reprefentation  in  the  le- 
gillature  of  a  kingdom  is  the  bafls  of 
coiiftitutional  liberty  in  it,  and  of  all  le¬ 
gitimate  government ;  and  that  without 
it  a  government  is  nothing  but  an  ufur- 
pation.  When  the  reprefentation  is  fair 
and  equal,  and  at  the  fame  time  vefted 
with  fuch  powers  as  our  Houfe  of  Com¬ 
mons  poflcHcs,  a  kingdom  may  be  laid 
to  govern  itfelf,  and  confeciucntiy  to  pof- 
fefs  true  liberty.  When  the  reprefenta- 
tion  is  partial,  a  kingdom  pofl'cfics  liber¬ 
ty  only  partially,  an3  if  extremely  par¬ 
tial  it  only  gives  a  femblmce  of  liberty  ;
